Henry, national Secretary of the So- 
cialist Party.

As the Appeal g"<s to press, a few 
hours after the death of Debs, the Na- 
tional Office is being flooded with^ mes- 
sages from every part of the United 
States.

What Rule* Politics 

The student of American history and 

'the evolution of American politic* will 
lie impressed by the fact that our early 
*tatesmen and politicians generally dis- 
cukfted political question* in terms of 
interests. We frequently rorne at-ros* 

-references to the banking intere*!*, the 
agricultural interest, the commerei.-d in- 
terest, and the manufacturing interest. 

; These term* were used down almost to 
th» middle of the 19th century when 
they gave way to northern interest, 
tout hern Interest and seetiunal Interests. 

. After tlu? Civil war all these terms 
dlsapjiearrd. I'oliticlan* came to »|<eak 
only «f the "people" or of "citizen*."

office holder* knew that various ee»»- j 
nomic interest* were attached to various 
forms of property and investments. They 1 
also knew that these forms of property . 
had their special political claim* and , 
that their owner* had particular in-

' a.* one form of property became more , 

t powrrful than other*. 

j How Interests Rule 

Take Daniel Webster a* an example, 
j Wljcit he entered congre** New Kng- 
I laud** chief investment* were in com- 
■ nierce and lie repre>ented enraniercial 
j interest*. Me favored free trade mid 
• was against a tariff to nurse manu- 
facturing interest*. Itut the factory *y»- 
tetti develop**! and before 1*40 manu- 
facturing pro|>erty began to overshadow- 
in vestment* in commerce. Webater then 
became a protective tariff man and re- 
mained in office. On tlie other band 
Calhoun of South Carolina, wn* origin- 
ally a tariff man. He entered congres* 
alMiut the same time Webkter did. The 
south hoped to develop manufacture* 
hut when it became apparent that the 
north was to become a manufacturing 
region Calhoun la-came a free trade* 
atxHtt the time Webster became a tariff 
man. 

These change* in political opinion* 
can only be accounted for on the ground 
that these men did not represent an 
abstraction known a* tlie "jie«#p!e** but 



certain property interest*. A* condition* 
changed in the form* of property their 
political opinion* also chnngrd. Henry 
Clay who came from the border state 
of Kentucky represented a region be- 
tween the north and south, a sort of 
buffer state Iwtween slave property anil 
capitalistic property. Clay reeogni*e«! 
the conflict between the two forms of 
property and if there wa* a *t«te»man 
to attempt a compromise between the 
two nystetn we would naturally ex- 
pect him tu come from Kentucky. Clay 
wa* precisely this tyjw of Irian. The 
last 2D year* of his life were devoted 
to working out compromise* between 
the two form* of conflicting proprrtv 
ami he became known as th? "(treat 
Compromiser." 

Capitalist Camouflage 

The Civil war foreser settled the eon- 
flirt between slave property and capi- 
talistic property. Since this prriod poli- 
ticians rarely talk in term* of economic 
interests. Thi y talk in the name of 
"all the (•eople." They deny that there 
are special property interest* that are 
in conflict with tlie Interest* of the great 
masM's. T.iey are quick to dcamum-r any 
person v:ho insist* that we have davses 
and conflicting interests. 

It U interesting to observe that the 
elder politician* talked frankly of con- 
flicting economic interest* so long a* 
the worker* Were largely disfranchised. 
They did not have to appeal to working 



class vote*. Dot a* tlje workers v 
increasing installment* of the frir.
